For Conestoga students who 
need a little academic help, 
reaching out just got easier. 

The college's peer tutoring 
service matches struggling 
students with peers who are 
academically strong in specific 
subjects. The catch? Students 
have to request the service, 
which can he an intimidating 
or time-consuming prospect. 
Now, however, students in 
need of help can make that 

"It's always been manual 
before, but we decided for eas- 
ier access for students that we 
would transfer the process to 
online." said Sarah Daly, 
Conestoga’s peer sendees co- 
ordinator. "We're hoping that 
it’s a little more applicable to 
the tech-sawy students of 

Since launching on Sept. 2. 

P -'We're finding it's working 
really, really well." she said. 
"It's more efficient, it's speed- 
ier for the student because 
they don’t have to wait 
around for meetings with us. 
They can do it at home, or 


they can use laptops right 
here in the Learning 
Commons." 

Students can request help in 
up to two subjects per semes- 
ter. Daly said. Once placed 
with a tutor, students must 
sign a contract and pay $15 for 
a total of five hours of one-on-

Any student can request a 
tutor. Daly said, whether they 
are in danger of failing a 
course or just need a helping 

"People request for so many 
different reasons," she said. "If 
they feel that they're lacking 
and they could use the help of 
the peer. we'U try and accom- 
modate that. It's completely 
open to any student on cam-

vacy issues or compatibility 
can rest assured, Daly said. 
Tutors must sign a confiden- 
tiality agreement, and peer 
services reviews each request 
to try and make the best pos- 

"There's no stigma attached.

“There's all kinds of ways to 
make it accessible and com- 
fortable for the student 
requesting the sen-ice. We 
really try hard to tweak it for 
every single person."

And 
though students can always 
approach faculty for help. 
Daly said peer tutoring is 
often a preferred option for 
those in need. 

“Students feel more comfort-
